A. Call to Order 

 

Chairman Mascher called the meeting to order at 10:00 a.m. and asked Chief Rodbell to lead 

everyone in reciting the Pledge of Allegiance.  

 

B. Introductions, Presentations and Announcements 

 Jack G. Lane, Executive Director 

 Deputy Director Greg Lauchner of the AZ Department of Corrections will be sitting in for 

Director Ryan today.  Assistant Attorney General Jeanne Galvin will provide legal advice 

to the Board on the Michael Derfus case.     

 This is the first year that the Arizona Chiefs of Police have awarded a statewide Chief of 

the Year Award; Scottsdale Police Chief Alan Rodbell is the first recipient of this award.  

Chief Rodbell was congratulated by everyone and he stated it was a huge honor to be the 

recipient of this award and he’s been extremely privileged to be surrounded by such great 

people and staff.  

 Narcan Training will be held tomorrow at AZ POST.  There will be 25 instructors trained 

and they will then go around the state providing training to all officers.  Staff is still 

pursuing a potential grant to assist with costs associated with this training. 

 

C. Executive Director’s Report 

 Jack G. Lane, Executive Director 

 Revenues for the month of January were up, but we still are not able to catch up due to the 

falling revenues of the past six months.  Revenues are down 14% from last fiscal year.  

Significant cuts have been made in order to deal with the revenue shortfall. 

 Several Bills are being discussed at the Legislature this week.  HB 2170 would allow 5% of 

Rico Funds to be deposited into the Peace Officer Training Fund, which is what funds AZ 

POST.  There is a lot of opposition to this Bill.  SB 1140 would add a 14
th

 member to the 

AZ POST Board; this member must be a member of a labor association that has at least 

2000 active duty members and be a certified law enforcement officer in this state for at least 

ten years.  Only the Phoenix Law Enforcement Association (PLEA) would qualify for this 

membership.  

 Chairman Mascher stated he would like further discussion regarding funding formulas for 

the basic training academies.  He feels there is no set formula and would like to see more 

consistency on how they are funded.  He would also like to see the academy commanders 

involved in these discussions.

Sheriff 

Dannels made a motion to accept the Consent Agreement, Decision and Order and suspend 

peace officer certification for one year from November 10, 2016 to November 10, 2017, 

seconded by Sergeant Andreacola, motion carried unanimously.

The Board considered comments 

from Assistant Attorney General Michael Saltz.  Chief Hall made a motion to accept the 

Consent Agreement, Decision and Order and suspend peace officer certification for 18 days 

from February 26, 2016 to March 13, 2016, seconded by Sheriff Dannels, motion carried 

unanimously.

Rodbell made a motion to accept the Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law and suspend 

peace officer certification for one year from April 11, 2016 to April 11, 2017, seconded by 

Colonel Milstead, motion carried with two nay votes recorded for Sheriff Dannels and 

Chief Hall.

Dannels made a motion to accept the Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law and revoke 

peace officer certification, seconded by Chief Rodbell, motion carried unanimously.
